winter, which already has taken 
more than 200 lives, showed signs 
of slackening its grip on parts of 
northern Europe.

blizzard's and intense cold that left 
a fresh trail of floods, wreckage 
and death from the Atlantic to the 
Black Sea.

But another stream of cold air 
leaded! from Canada into north- 
ern Midwest regions. 


The coldest weather, with read- 


ings ranging from zero to 16 be- 
low, extended from northern Ten- 
nessee 
northeastward 
into 
the 


Northeast in the upper Mississip- 
pi Valley, northern sections of the 
middle Mississippi Valley and in 
most of the northern Plains. Tcm- 
pQrabircs, gerietaUy, were not as 
low as Thursday morning, but 
were far below normal levels in 
many areas. 


Since the outbreak of the cur- 


rent cold weather earlier this 
week at least 12 deaths have 
been reported from exposure, as- 
phyxiation, over-exertion in snow, 
fires and in traffic accidents on 
ice-covered highways. 


The bitter cold also has forced

The withholding tax proposal, 


introduced in the! House byi Rep. 
Glenn Walther of Pulaski County, 
provides a break for the taxpayer 
rather than a windfall for the 
state. 


Walther's 
withholding 
system 


would go into effect Jan. 1, 1964, 
and income taxes for 1964 would 
be withheld during the year. .But 
it provides further, that the tax 
rate for individuals will be cut in 
half for 1963 and1 1964 so that the 
taxpayer will not have to pay the 
tax twice in one year. 


The income tax now is due May 


15 on income earned during the 
previous year. Walther said the 
taxpayer in 1964 should not have 
to pay the full 1963 tax while he 
is paying for 1964. 


Legislative Council discussions 


of withholding centered 
on the 


windfall, the state would get by 
collecting income tax on a cur- 
rent basis instead of a year late. 


Walther said withholding would 


reach many persons not now pay- 
ing the tax, such as transients. He 
said it would increase revenue 
and might make room in the state 
revenue structure to permit tax- 
payers to deduct all or part of 
the federal income taxes they 
pay from gross income in com- 
puting the s'tate tax.

Each 
commission would have 


seven members, to be appointed 
by the governor. The governor 
also would name

agency heads. 


Both houses also got Thursday 


a Faubus - endorsed proposal to 
permit institutions of higher edu- 
cation to issue revenue bonds to 
finance construction of parking 
lots. 


The Senate stayed in session 


Thursday only long enough for in 
troduction of bills, then adjourned 
until 1 p.m. Monday. The House 
met for 90 minutes and decided 
to work again today, starting at 
10 a.m. 


Sen. Merle Peterson of Dumas 


introduced a bill to provide for 
a two-year driver's license at a 
cost of $5, The present license, 
costing $2, is issued annually. 
Additional revenue would go to 
the State Police. 


Both houses got the general ap- 


propriations bill Thursday. This is 
the measure that must pass be- 
fore any other money bill can be 
acted on.

$1,832,214 in fiscal 1963-64 
and

eration of constitutional agencies 
and the courts. 


Another House bill designed to 


please taxpayers was introduced 
by Rep. A. M. McKennon Jr., of 
Logan County. It would declare 
that the Arkansas cigarette tax

Other House introductions in- 


cluded 
bills to exempt doctors

The House passed five non-con-
